Claims 1-22 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 



2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I. Claim(s) 1-11 and 22, drawn to authentication by digital watermark using 



cryptography by compressing data and selectively encrypting data, 



classified in class 713, subclass 176. 



Group II. 



Claim(s) 16-17, and 25-26, drawn to copy protection or prevention in 



using watermark that prevents rerecording of a stored picture signal 



representative of a time varying object or image, classified in class 380, 



subclass 201. 



Inventions I, and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
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instant case, Invention II has separate utility such as determination unit determining whether an 
output style of content is outputting to display or to printer, wherein an embedder embeds data 
for display in the content or printer in the content. See MPEP 806.05(d) 

3. Invention I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 808.01). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
